This made the »ww 
of life more comprehensive knd synthetic 
In the Vcdk age, tfc* cooflkl arore 
between sactiAcial rites and AiiwvUfd. 
llie spiritual wisdom. In the t’ paini d. 
the Vcilic gods were Idea bred into Brahman 
and II* Vcdk cerrmonka into various 
meditation* lending to final realintMes. 
Art Kftoa reconciled both rferolittk and 
sccuhr activities. The MatohhJnJa gasc 
II* slcry of tie butcher and the pious wtfc 
wbo by sheer performance of their duty get 
knowledge. With the rite erf Ackrja 
Safikam, superkeHy «rf knowledge was firmly 
established over ritualism whkh had power- 
ful adu vales in KumAnla. Marxfcwa ard 
others. Subscrvkncc erf Kma lo BhaLti 
was forcefully presented by Acarya Rama- 
nuja and others. The modern age mjuired 
n wider syntheru*. for the question cl the 
value of secular week has keen brought to 
the forefront because erf the tremerdcus 
social and orsani/atxmal activity requiring 
the attention of individuals. To reconcile 
tills with the supreme aim of fife was the 
problem. Swami Vivckanacda toe* op the 
problem and his answer was the well- 
known doctrine of service, the worship erf

the Divine in man. which gave him a dis- 
tinction am erg the thinkers of modern 
tin* 4 - He was nc* content in merely 
fhinc the idea, he exhorted the people lo 
work for it and himself started several instb 
luiicns in his life time. 

Some wrilers see a sort of disparity In 
between Ibe thoughts of Sri Ramnkiishnii 
and Swami Vhekanand*. for Sri Ramn- 
kritboa. the man of realization in fullness 
erf BhakU and Jhana. once sp«*e dispar- 
agingly erf Kami Once when Krishnadas 
P»ul. a noted tocial reformer. said that 
doing good lo society was their principal 
duy. Sri Ramaknslma retorted : *Ood 
akme can look alter the world. Let roan 
fint rca’ire God. Let him get Divine 
amhority. and be endowed with Hu power. 
Then and then alone hr can think of doing 
good to ocher..- Aho to Shamhhunalh 
Mallxk. he said, ’When God appears before 
W you sock schools and hospital* 

of Him. or beg tor BhakU, Mona, etc ? 
Thro give up all there though of Ixwpi- 
ul bwMmg and think of God alone.’ 
Again he said, ‘A man went to the K/ill 
tonplc at Kalighat and went on dixlribul- 
«** memey lo the beggar, and in Ihc process 
cereM not trl time lo sev the Mother!* 
Therefore it ■ argued that according to Sit 
Ramakmhoa. aD wort is an obstacle and 
if at all work is to be done, ii slxuld I* 
done alter realization. But il has keen 
pointed out that the dextrine of service, an 
essential teaching of Swami Vivckananda, Li 
cnly aoc*bcr version of the doctrine erf the 
harmony of rdigiem. an equally cnemial 
teacHng erf Sri R.makrishna, and that the 
erne cannot be without the other. The har- 
mooy erf religions is the most unique of 
Sri Ramakrishna’s teachiiys and it stands 
for the equal validity of all rdkkos, if 
sincerely followed. Religion stands for 
spiritual urJoklmcr* am! «* for mere 
creeds and ritnals. So whatever pushes a 
man forward towards 6nal realization is 
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religion. And in that mjisc, docs not 
itMrlf become religion? In Ibis scree 
Swami Vivekananda aid. “Let every nan 
have his own religion". ‘Religion m U* 
manifestation o( Divinii) already in man", 
•aid he. So life will. its joys and sorrows, 
good and evil, becomes the process c 4 
manifestation. Hence the hanocoy is not 
merely ot religion* bu et all lives. And 
Sri Ramakrixhna 
this oneness. The divinity of man is a bet 
wllh Ihe saints. Others also can realize iU 
if they change ibeir *Um about man and 
•erve him. Wilhout the sprit of worshipful 
servKe. we cannot see the vision ot the 
Divine in men. says 
Ihnt viiion we 

as ibe imfoMing of the Divine, which is 
religion. 

When we look al the life of Sri 
krishnu, we find that he gave direct 
alto even lo the physical type c4 
lie himself exhorted Maihur HaNi. his are- 
takcr. to fcetl Ihe poor in Dr.«hsr during a 
famine. He fell his identity with a 
boatman or with Nature in the feetn of 
gras*. These arc instance* of 
identification with non-living as well as all 
living bangs. The unity of existence of 
Vedujitu tecame a reality with him and the 
service to humanity is only an 
of this idea. A 

thus txxn described in The Life of 
Vivekamnda (1955. p. 107 ): the 
teachings which the Mhster imparted to ha 
disciples Narendransih assimiUted in a 
unique way. He was the readiest among 
them all in arriving at their true spirit. His 
soul was most attuned lo the spiritual 
vibrations of the Malta’s weeds. Thus he 
read volumes where others read but pages 
of that Revelation unto men which was 
the life and gospel of Sri 
Really Naren possessed a tare insight to 
interpret Sri Ramakrohna s weeds. One 
instance will suffice.

Report for 1966-67 

The activities of the Charitable Dispensary 
during the year under review were the following : 

Allopathic and Homoeopathic Departments : 
1,59,901 cases were treated in these two depart- 
ments out of which 57,360 were new patients. 
1,111 minor surgical operations, 22,049 dressing 
cases and 612 examination of specimens were also 
attended to. 24,833 injections were given to 
different patients during the year. 

Eye Department : It treated 20,108 patients out 

of which 4,987 were new cases. 136 extra-ocular 
operations and 295 refractions were performed. 

EJti.T. Department : Out of 11,002 patients 

treated, 4,647 were new cases. 

Dental Section : The figures relating to the 
treatment of this section were : extractions : 1,240 ; 
caries : 2,437 ; pyorrhoea : 901. 

X-Ray Department : The number of patients 
X-rayed was 503 and that of the screening cases 
was 17. 

Children’s Special Treatment and Milk Distri- 
bution : The suffering children were given free 
medical aid by a specialist in child diseases. 25,431 
under-nourished children were served with milk 
during the year. 

RAMAKRISHNA MISSION ASHRAMA, PATNA 

Reports for 1966-67 

This Ashrama completed its 45 th year of 
existence in the year 1966-67. Its activities during 
the period under review were the following: 
Educational Activities : 

(i) Students Home : This Home accommodates 



students studying in colleges. At the end of the 
year, there were 29 inmates of whom 16 were 
maintained free, 3 partly paying and the rest fully 
paying. All the 8 students who took their Uni- 
versity examinations came out successful one of 
them securing first class. 

(ii) Swami Turiyananda Library and Free 
Reading Room : At the close of the period, there 

were 7,866 books in the Library. The Reading 
Room received 70 periodicals and 9 dailies. 10,883 
books were issued during the year to the reading 
public and literatures of the Ramakrishna 
Mission in different languages were made available 
for sale. 



Cultural Activities : From time to time, lectures 
and discourses on cultural and religious subjects 
were arranged at the Ashrama. On invitation, the 
Secretary of the Ashrama spoke at different places 
in Patna on religious subjects. 



Medical Activities : The Bhuvaneshwar Chari- 
table Dispensary treated 66,582 and 79,864 patients 
during the year in its Homoeopathic and Allopathic 
departments respectively. Out of these patients, 
new cases were 7,130 in the former department 
and 10,403 in the latter. 



Religious Activities : Daily worship at the 
Ashrama Temple, weekly classes and scriptural 
discourses in and outside the Ashrama formed main 
items of religious activities of the centre. Birthdays 
of Sri Ramakrishna, Holy Mother and Swami Viveka- 
nanda and other important festivals were also 
observed with due solemnity. 



Relief : This Ashrama took part in the 
drought relief work conducted by the Ramakrishna 
Mission in Bihar during 1966-67.
